“When the companies took this position 
our committee brought the conference to @ 
close, refusing to accept the company’s 
terms. “<

CRUELTY ONLY BASIS FOR VERDICT 


A jury in Judge Lockwood Monoré’s court 
yesterday declared Mrs. Florence Bernstein 
not guilty of the charge of murdering her 
husband. 

The verdict astonished State's Attorney 
Weyman and his assistant, Robert E. Crowe. 
Mr. Crowe assisted in the prosecution of the 
woman. They looked for'a verdict of guilty 
or, if not that, a disagreement. 

Even the attorneys for the woman, Charles 
E. Erbstein and Patrick H. O’Donnell, say 
they were prepared for a verdict against their 
cient. They say they were so certain they 
would have to defend Mrs. Bernstein again 
that they were planning another fight for 
her when the jury came in. « 


Insanity Ruling Blow to Defense. 

The ruling of Judge Honoré in allowing no 
expert testimony to show insanity to bolster 
up the defense of * furore transitoria’’ had 
toppled over the entire defense structure, in 
the minds of the lawyers. The only miti- 
gating circumstances left for the defendant 
waa her story of cruelty on the part of her 
husband, those who attended the trial said. 


She did not even deny firing the shots that} 


killed George Bernstein, hér husband. 
After the verdict of acquittal the young 
widow immediately wag released from the 


mobile of her attorney, Charles E. Erbstein, 
amid shouts of joy from seven other women 
in jail on murder charges, and a deafening 
chorus from the young woman's friends whe 
stood in the street at the jail entrance. 

Mrs. Bernstein's only show of feeling over 
the result was a slight smile. 

“I'm glad to be free,’’ she said and de- 
clined to comment further on the verdict. 


“Disgusting Travesty,’”’ Says Wayman. 
State’s Attorney Wayman called the ver- 

dict a travesty on justice. He dictated a 

stinging criticism of thé jury’s action. 

“It was the worst murder case that ever 
came under my observation,” he said, “and 
the verdict of not guilty is the biggest and 
most farcical travesty on justice that ever 
oecurred in a civilized community. If women 
can murder their husbands in such cold 
blood as this and be permitted to go free 
by twelve men of Cook county when no de- 
fense is interposed and when her attorneys 
practically pleaded guilty, then I would like 
to have some one point out what kind of evi- 
dence it would take to/ convict a woman of 


murder.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—[Special.}— 
Senator Boise Penrose of Pennsyivania de- 
livered his speech of defense, explanation, 
and accusation in the United States senate 
today in connection with the charge that he 
received $25,000 in 1904 from John D Arch- 
bold of the Standard Oj} trust. 

Though disputing the authenticity of the 
often published letter from Archbold to him 
~which has been reproduced in facsimile~ 
the senator admitted that he received the 
$25,000. Moreover, he said, the transaction 
was “entirely legal and proper.” 


Interview with Archbold. 

In his speech the senator said further that 
as a result of an interview between Cornelius 
N. Bliss, treasurer of the Republican came 
Palgn committee in 1904, himself and Arch- 
bold, the last named, on behalf of Standard 
Oil, made a campaign contribution to aid 
the election of Roosevelt amounting to $125,< 
000. He added that $100,000 of this sum was 
used in states outside of Pennsylvania, and 


$25,000 in the Keystone state under his di- : 


rection. 
Calls Roosevelt Ungrateful. : 

According to Mr. Penrose, Treasurer Bliss 
sought an additional $150,000, telling Arch- 
bold that Col. Roosevelt and George B. Core 
telyou, his campaign manager, appreciated 
the Standard’s contribution and that further 
assistance would be stiN more appreciated. 
He said that Col. Roosevelt, in stating that 
Penrose had nothing to do with the campaign 
of 1904, wae either “ ungrateful, mendaciouas, 
Guplictous, or afflicted with political apha- 
sia.”’ 

The senator also alleged that documents 
are in existence which will comé out during 
the campaign, and now hidden tn the archives 
of campaign committees, in cellars and vaults 
of business houses and offices of lawyers, 
thtowing further light upon the Harriman 
contribution of $250,000. 


Didn’t Influence Commission. 

In regard to the Charges that there was a 
connection between the federal industrial 
commission, of which he was a member, and 
the Archbold check, Senator Penrose pro- 
nounced these charges as “‘ false, malicious 
and without justification.” He said he did 
not participate in or exercise any influnece 
in connection with the findings of the com 
mission. : 


Other Allegations by Penrose. 
Among other allegations made in the course 
of the senator’s speech were these: 

That William Fiinn of Pittsburgh hae 
made a fortune out of crooked municipal 
contracts and the corrupt control of 
municipal councils and state legislatures, 

That E. A. Van Valkenburg, editor at 
the Philadelphia North American, only 
escaped conviction on the charge of 
bribery in 1896, through the leniency of 
Senator Quay and the payfhent of costs 
amounting to $10,000. 

That Flinn offered Istaei W. Durham, 
a Philadelphia. Republican leader, ané@ 
himself $1,000,000 or even $2,000,000 to be 
naméd as the successor of Quay in the 
United States senate, which offer wae 
refused, - 

That Flinn sent a telegram to Arche 
bold, a copy of which Penrose produced, 
asking him to use-his influence with 
Penrose and Durham In behalf of Fiinn’s 
election to the United States senate. 

That Archbold in a cipher telegram, 
which Penrose also produced, declined 

. to comply with Fiinn’s request until he 
bad talked with Penrose. Flinn did not 
realise his ambition, and Philander C. 
Knox, how secretary of state, was ap 
pointed to the vacancy. | -

Wayman Suspects Wide Frauds, 

The state's attorney fears there may be 
extensive frauds behind the transaction with 
what Was exposed yesterday.

What action the state’s attorney will take 
ip the case of forgery brought to light has 
not been decided: That matter probably will 
be taken to the grand jury. 

Roner’s forgery was discovered practically 
by an accident. The aged couple to whom he 
had given the deed are Mr. and Mrs. Julius 
Kirschling of 1413 Wrightwood avenue. They 
have a daughter, Miss Clara Kirschling, who 
superintends their business affairs. She had 

no specific reason for being suspicious of the 
trust deed. On gen¢ral principles, however, 
just as do many other women unfamiliar 
with business affairs, she decided to take the 
document to the office of the county recorder 
te get an official opinion as to whether or 
sy 4 
Deputy Recorder Makes Discovery. 

The deed was placed in the hands of John 
y. Clennin, deputy county recorder. One| 
glance at it was sufficient to convince him 
that it was far from “‘right.’’ On the out- 
side of the paper was a blank printed form 
stating the deed had: been filed of record on 
a certain date and that verification of that 
statement. could be found at a given book 
an¢ page number of the county: records. 

The signature of Recorder Abel Davis was 
forged to this indorsement. » 

Deeds that are recorded in the office are 
not indorsed inthis way. They are stamped 
with an electric time clock. It was appar- 
ent immediately, therefore, that the paper 
Miss Kirschling carried was fraudulent. 

As soon as. he-had heard Miss Kirschling’s 
story Recorder Davis got in touch with the 
police. The young woman also called in a 
Jawyer, Nicholas V. Fischer. With John

Admits Forgery of Deed. 

Without much hesitancy the real estate 
man admitted he had forged the deed. H& 
gave as his reason for doing this that the 
original owner of the mortgage is now im 
Fort Wayne, Ind., and that the duplication

corder’s name was for the purpose of giving 
the purchaser something to show an inter- 
est in the property until the original mort- 
gage could be secured.

Control. of "Mississippi “River 
Would Make Possible Great 
Irrigation Scheme. 


Expenditure of $500,000,000 to control the 
' qwaters of the Mississippi valley would make 


“ beefsteak on the workingman’s table again 
@ reality,” according to George H. Maxwell. 

Mr. Maxwell, who is executive director of 
the National Reclamation association, with 
headquarters in New Orleans, La., spoke 
yesterday at a luncheon of the Association 
of Commerce. 

“Twenty years ago,” he said, “ the ead 
water mark of the Mississippi at Natchez. 
was 54 feet; now the high water mark is fre- 
quently 74 or 75 feet. This means that hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres in the lower 
Mississippi valley—land of the finest quality 


for agriculture—are not planted because they 


@re annually flooded. Bien lands that are 


, only occasionally flooded are allowed to lie 


fallow because no one knows when the water 
will come and ruin the planting. 


Northern Reclamation Cause. 

“The reason for this change is that the 
swamps of the northern Mississippi valley 
states have been drained and reclaimed so 
that they no longer take up and hold the 
water and let it iow down the Mississippi 
gradually. 

“The way to remedy the situation is to 
build artificial reservoirs which will take 
the place of the natural ones we no longer 
have. Water could be collected and held 
in the hills where the streams rise and then 
let out when it is| needed most, thus pre- 
venting floods and drought, and keeping the 
channel of the Mississippi near normal all the 
year round. 

“The engineering works necessary would 
cost’ $500,000,000, but they would pay for 
themselvés several times over. It is such 
@ work as the Panama canal has been. And 
Col. Roosevelt has pointed out that the or- 
ganization which is now completing the canal 
‘could be set at this work. 


Save “World’s Richest Land.” 

“It would mean that whole st&tes of the 
richest land in the world would be reclaimed, 
that the Mississippi valley—all of it tributary 
to Chicago—would furnish food for a conti- 
nent, while its population would triple and 
quadruple. In eddition it would mean that 
millions of acres of now arid lands in the 
Dakotas, Wyoming, Montana, Colorado, Mis- 
gouri, and Kansas could be made productive 
by the use of the water held in the hills 
where the streams which drain these states 
take their rise. 

“ Think what this means to the relation 
between the population and the cost of living. 
There is no other project the United States 
can engage in that would mean so much to 
them.”’

The 
analysis points out that “one of the most 


valuable gervices the organization can render | 


fs that of giving advice ahd information to 
those who are in trouble for lack of it; find- 
ing jobs for the unemployed is another. The 
cost of this service neceswarily appears as 
“ salaries,” 

The report gays in part: 

“The ultimate purpose of rational philan- 
thropy is not to relieve misery, but to prevent 
it, as far as possible, Charitable gifts are 
temporarily necessary, even though they pro- 
duce some evil as degradation of character, 
parasitism, and pauper spirit. 

“To prevent misery we must, while using 
palliatives and makeshifts, discover and cut off 
the causes of extreme destitution. Among 
these causeg are sickness, accidents, ignorance 
of useful occupations, breeding from imbeciles, 
parental neglect, unemployment.”
